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Continuation of 1 3. Other: Applicant argues the Final Rejection was improper and should be withdrawn because claims 1 and 1 0 were 
amended to incorporate subject matter from the dependent claims, and the Office used different references to reject claims of "substantially 
the same subject matter". 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees. Claim 1 as amended after the non-final rejection required testing the entire assembly comprising the 
shaft, the bearing arrangement, and the rotating component, and thereafter adhesively bonding this assembly to the base plate of the 
motor. The previously presented claims had only required adhesively bonding the prefabricated bearing arrangement to the rotating 
component. Claim 10 as amended after the non-final rejection required the rotor being connected to the shaft and the bearing motor 
assembly forming a fully functional unit that can be tested prior to being adhesively bonded to the base plate of the spindle motor, whereas 
the previously presented claims required a hydrodynamic bearing arrangement to form a fully functional unit that can be tested. These 
differences necessitated the new grounds of rejection, as the art as applied in the non-final rejection no longer read on the claims. The Final 
Rejection is therefore deemed proper and is maintained . 
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
